1. At the oml of Jarmary 1949 the law established by the Peoplez Councils was 
published. This lew created quite an impression on the population by what thoy 
considered ite aggression against all social classes other than the egricultural 
and leboring proleteriat. 


2 During the same time the people were prepering themeclves for the collecti-~ 
vization of laber and of the land. The peasayts were instructed, many times 
by fores, as to the benefits of collective work. In this respoct there was 
moh prapuganda in regard to the benefits of using machinery. The tractors 
were repaired during the winter. The consumers’ cooperatives, which hed 
existed before, were slovly transformed in cooporatives of production and of 
collective work. The tractors and the other machines which wore put at the 
disposition of the peasants at the county seate by the Minietry of Agriculture 
and administered by the representatives of this Ministry, were preparing for 
the spring campaign for collective work. Many of the old tractora did not 
last leng and were used rarely after the oxpropriation of 1945. In exchange 
new tractors were brought from the JAR factory, but in an insufficient mmber. | 
¥er Constanta County, which is en agricultural arec, only twenty-five tractors 
were sente These tractors ars poorly constructed and will not last long. 
Soviet typo planters were alse brought to Constanta County fram the IAR factory. 
These machines are so heavy that they cannot be pulled by oxen, unlike tho 
older models, and will have to be moved by tractors. The tractor mechanics » 
who are on a yearly salary basis are all Communists and do not get along with 
the peasants. Poasants with a quantity of lend are not admitted in these 
cooperatives. In the Debrudja, for exemple, only those peasants who have wp 
to five hectares of land are alleved in the cecperatives. In Oltenia, whore 

. there is less lend, owly those peasants whe wm up to three hactares of land 
ara slloved to enter then. 


So The reaction to this first phase of collectiviem, when only a few suffered, is 
negative. Following the liquidation by the State of the estates, the hanes» 
and the entire fortunes of the former land omers who had over 50 hectarca of 
land, created quite an impression on meny of the poasaites hovever, it waa not 

reat enough te bring abait a revolt. For exemple, in the villege of Tatarul 
omnis igaplay) in the Constanta County only five poasant femilies lost 
‘their preperty. These femilies left their hanes with enly ous suitcese. Moat 
of these old people went to Coustanta These people who did not loge their 
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property at thet time did nothing. With all this thore is no reaction, and 
4% will be the same when the smaller land omers will less their properties. 
Evon the peasanss who have two to three hectares are afraid of lesing thoir 
lend; since the Communists have not yet Souched them, however, they ere quiet. 


One of the reasons why no one is complaining, even those who have lest overy= 
thing is fear. In evory village the leaders are constantly arrested. Fran 
every village about 10-15 persons are taken to the Siguranta in Constaxja, some 
never return. Others who return never say anything because thoy are afraid. 


The trusted people of the Party and Goverment in all these movenstts are loaned 
by the trade unions which are deminated by the Cammmistse Thus at the APS — 
(Fern asscciation and machine station) in the villages and counties, the leaders 
are meubers of the trade union "Dearcbirea" fran Constanta. These workers 

fron the port have no special knowledge of sgricultural machinsry. They supervise 
the machines and the cooperatives. In Constanta County it shaild alse be noted | 
thet in the majority of the villages the Commhists have ‘put in lecal mayors 

the Gazevti, who left Bessarabia during the famine of 1936-37 and came to the 
Dobrudja. These people lived on the mtskirts of tho villages, and were never 
claimed by the Russiens. New they have became the sincere tools of the Camm-= 
nists. by enrolling in the Party.

Activities of the Militia and State Siguranta 
Fant lal lA tn inert canon ao 


The Mili¢ia was created with the purpose of combrolling that part of the 
population which did not follav the regime. 


In order to premote uniformity in the Militia many changes were made among the 
old elements, especially in Gendarme posta’in the villages. Previously there 
were two or three villages under one Gendarme post; each of these has nov been 
placed under the control of one or more former policemen sont from the citys 
The fermer Gendarmes who were not trusted sufficiently were transferred to the 
city Militia, Om a whole, havever, by the creation of the Militie to replace 
the two old units, the mmber of Commnist tools in the executive field hag 
increased. The Militia is mech larger than the Gendarmerie and Police combined. 
By its creation, hovever, seme ef the old groups have been quistly liquidated, 
and im their places many other Communists, including thoss who have recently 
becane Communists, or those who have attended the Commnist schools even 
briefly, have taken their places. 


Over these elements, which are more executive, there has boon placed the recently 
organized People's Security. It is the old Siguranta which can be found at cach 
district police court. Even today the people stilf oall it the Siguranta; hette 
ever, thely men call themselves the representatives of the People's Security 

In reelity they are the political police. Thoy are the enea who make arrests 


-at night, after 1 p.m. in a most disoxcet manner, without warrants or any order 


from the Court (although this is forbidden in the present constitution). They 
may held anycve et the Poople's Security prison for any length of time. At 
Constanta, the People's Security cccupies one of the best constructed buildings, 
the former Rumanian Bank, which is isolated and equipped to take care of the 
“enemies of the people". They have built cells, torture chambers, flogging 
roms, With chains attached to the walls (according te information received 
from the echool teacher Filip, from Amzacea). Follewing the organization of 
the People's Security, measures were taken in all the district and county 
seatea to place prisons at its disposal. Where there were no prisons, those 
were constructed. Thus at Calarasi end across the Dambe at Ostrov at the 
county seat, in Jamary the People's Security were constructing cells in a 
requisitioned home and putting im the necessary instellations. 


It must be noted that all Police activity is carried out in accordance with 
the orders of the Rumanian Workers! Party. Such ectivity was formerly the 
function ef the Ministries of Interior and Justice. Tew all the heads of 
the People's Security or Militia are in constant contact with the Party 
organization in the district or county seat. Ne arrest or any police inter- 
vention is done without reporting ahead of time and obtaining orders fran the 
Rumanian Workers' Party. Contact between the People's Security and the 
Rumanian Workers’ Party is direct and constant.

The L-beral Party, led by Bejen, on paper still has four deputies in Ferliemeut. 
As late as Novembor 1948, these Liberals still held meetings in Bucharest for 
the education of their Liberel youth; however, since that time nothing has 
been heard of theme Nothing has been heard about Gheorghe Tatarescu. It is 
Imown that he had to go to Poiana (Gorj) after his dismissal fron the gevern- 
ment. The former minister ef Culte, a Tathrescu man, Redu Eogeulet : who is 
also fren the same village as Tetarescu, is still a deputy in’ the present 
Parlicment, mut he does not attend ita mectings. He lives now at Constanta, 
where he has a house which he built in 1939-1940. He was a lawyer, but was 
debariv'ed. Teday he earns his living by gambling. The Tataresou organization 
hardly exists. There were only about fifteen persons in the whole af 
Constenta County who belonged te the Ta&tarescu group but they have all 
abendiaed Rogeule}. Jt should be noted that the Rogeulet family benefited 
from the saecailed era of the “democratic party bloc™. A cousin of Regculets 
Radu Volou, also a lewyer-merchent, was until the dismissal of Tathrescu the 
assistant mayor of Constarfje. During that time he made a huge fortune fram 
Schnayos (for exemple he would buy 10 carloads of apples with a price equal to 
30 lei, and thon sell them et the highest price of 40 lei). All the decont 
people hated them. 


The Ploughmans front is still maintained so thet it cen tell the peasants that 
they wore nob taken over by the Rumanian Workers’ Party end that they are 
independent. Members of the Ploughmens Front follow the same activity and 
ideolezy as tho Commnists. Every dey, if possible, the peasants get together 
to reed and discuss the editorial in Se@uteia. On Sundays they attend mecte 
ings conducted by the Commmists. Almost every leader of this Party belonga 
to the Rumanien Workers! Party. They have been allowed to go over to the 
Ploughmens Front and work there under the orders of the Rumanian Workers’ Party. 
For example, Victor Duse fran Constanta, an old “ammmist, who in 1943 was 

im jail for six months fer his Communist activities, ami Prefect of Constaxta 
County fran 23 Auguet until the ond of 1947, moved to Bucharest when he was 
siected a member in the Central Committee of the Ploughnens Front. 


The Ploughmens Front is not popular in the country. It is an artificial 
organization which is tclerated and maintained by the Commnists. im Constanta 
the head of this party i¢ Ivan Lupu fram Taterul, formerly a sheep herder 

Who worked for Yalub Hagi Mehmed, a rich Turke Iupu was givon five hectares 


' of land in 1945; however, he went to esi cae end became the head of ‘thea 


Groza organisation in the district. Nov he has progressive "ideas". He has 
made his former Turkish patron the Mufti of the Moslema in Constante, thus 
the religious leader of the Turks ani Tertars in the Rumanian Republic. the 
Ploughaens Fro; has extensive organizations in the villages; in cach village 
there ia a Pleughmens Froxt hanes In sume villages the Fronts has a better 
erganization then the declared Communists. Despite thie, thene ergenizations 
are foreign te the people and are campesed of those few who are interested. 
Te is expected thet the Ploughmens Front is to be abolished within several 
mouths or a year, following the precedent of the National Popular Perty. 


The National Peasant and Liberal Party members have no nctivity. Se of the 
Netional Peasants here been arrested end others hewe left Constante, in order 
not to be apprehended. Vasile lapidetu, president of the National Peasant 
Party ‘sas fled. Ivan Despina, lawyer and Secretary General of the National 
Peasant Party has left; end is hiding in Bucharest. The heads of the National 
Peasant organization in the city of Constanta and in the county have canpletely 
withdrawn and de not mix with the Cenmmists. Sone of the former members who 
are tinid have joined the Ploughmens Front. 


The head of the Liberal Party in Constenta, Vasile Bolu, has fled ard is 
hiding in Bucharest. Mihai Constantinsseu-Cluc, Secretary Gonoral for tho 
Constanta district has been in prison at Pitegti for one year. Recently he 
was frsed. The lewyer Gheorghe Popa bas withdrewn to his small farm in the 
villages of Nicolae Bolcescu (formerly Ferdinani), waiting for the confiscation 
of his preperty. 
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The Communists carry out their activity mothodically. They eontrol everyone 
whether members of their Party or net, and such people lead their lives 
according to Cammnist orders. The workers, clerks, all salaried people, 
high school students, university students, children and women are forced 

to attend meetings. Meetings are held constantly in Buchareat and in overy 
county seat and in the lerge cities. There is not a week in which two or 
three meetings are not held. For example, it is armounced that at 6.00 pom. 
a meeting will be held and that ali the city end factory trucks and cars, 

as well as those of other establishments, will collect the people and take 
them to the gathering which is to be held in a large city square to protest 
against the Atlantic Pact or against the executions which were carried out 
by the "Greek Monarcho fascists" of Papagos. then these meetings are held 
all activity ceases everywhere. 


In addition te these street demonstrations, the Party conducts its consolidation 
activity in every field and by aii the means which it has. 


Every sity is divided in 10-15 sectors, each with its headquarters. Every 
night the members gather in their sector and work in their party cell. Only 
party embers are admitted to these meetings. At the cell, discipline and 
party ideology are taught to the members. In the morning before starting 
their work at the factory, office, school, and lyceums (starting with the 
VII class, which is actually the V class under the old system), all persons 
mist ba present for the “Scanteia hour". At this meosting the latest editorial 
is reali and coments are made thereon. Then all are questioned to determine 
if the Communist ideas have been instilled. In this sense ali the people, 
starting with the youth, must be kept up to dete with Cammnist theory, even 
if they de not understand it or do not sincerely accept it. : 


The entire dey of each citizen is filled with Cammnist activity. People have 
very little time to thomselves. The workers are generally not satisfied but 


_keep quiet, Too many premises have been made te them. Only about 66 percent 


of the workers have been made leaders, or thoy have been moved to the pre- 
fecturs, the militia, or the cooperatives, They caaplain on every occasion 
when they can find someone whonthey can trust. At times some of the workers 
aro bold and talk openly to anyone, Always they are worked to death aud are 
forced to be at the disposal of the Party and ARLUS for meetings and the like. 
They earn about 1,000 lei a week, about the seme sum as in former times. 
Workers have preferred ration cards, but this means only their wives or 
velatives mist wait in line for every little thing and lose precious tine. 
They do net have any recreation such as availeble previously. From daybreals 


until lete at night they are forced to work « for the Party end not for 


themselves. The workers are not satisfied; in the majority of cases, however, 
they are regimented and supervised more severely than others since they are a 
shock slement for the Commnists. 


Use of Charges of Sabotage by Local Goverrmont Officials 


The destruction of vineyards and claiming thet it was sabotage: Around 10 
February, 1949, a vineyard of 25 hectares belonging to the Botes fenily of 
Bucharsst, located at Ostrov on the Danube in Constanta Gwmty caught Sire. 
The grass being dry like in the fall because there had been no sna (it had 
been like this all winter in Rumania) caught fire immediately and burnsd 
hundred of meters of the vineyard. The fire spread to the neighboring vine- 
yard of Ion Andreescu, but it was put ort. The administrator of the Botez 
vinoyard, one Radoiu, after he put ot the fire with the aid of his neighbors, 
went on the second day te report the fire. While on his way he met the head 
ef the People's Security froa Ostrov, a certain Ionescu, and his assistant, a 
former sergeant of the Gendarmerie (who had been transferred to the Poople’s 
Security), the assistant mayor of Ostrov and the Communist representative in 
the locality, all of whom had been notified of the fire by the ASM 
administrator (the vineyard region near the Bulgerian frontier is mostly 
populated by Bulgarians). All these porsons met Redoiu and ordered hin to 
return. It was officially determined that this fire had been en act of 
sabotaze, that the fire was set by the owners “because they feared that the 
vineyard would be taken by the State’, Such rumors said to have been spread 
by the reactionaries, "since the vineyard contained more than five hectares". 
Radoiu, together with the vinedresser ard the administrator of the neighboring 
vineyard, Andreescu, were called in the second dey and arrested. Thoy wore 
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taken fren post to post until they reached Constazka, whore after ono week 
they were freed. At the vineyard it vas maintained that the fire was starbed 
by the authorities that is, the ASM administrator, a Russien fron Bessarabia 
who lived in the Botez hone which had been taken over by the AFSM. Tho Botes 
vineyard which had about 25 hectares of land was token over by the Stete on 
the grounds thet the overs hed attempted sabotage. 


he Moslew Minority 
The Moslem populetion of Constanta and Tulcea Saunties in the Deprud je. (there 
are 15,000 in Constanta County end 4,900 in Tulcea County) maintein a reserved 
attitude toward Communism. Since they are religious to the peint of faretictan, 
Communism camnot touch them. Despite all this, however, the Camunists have 
been able te find several law elements, approximately two or three in every 
village, whe ere used as the Canmmist desire, in order to force the Moslems 

to accept the regime. 


‘Until 1948, the Turks and Tarters in ‘he Debrudja remainod artside the Camm. 
nist organization and at the elections gave proof of their sttachnent te the 
old regime and to Western demccratic ideas. 


Ie duly 1948; however, the Turkish Denocratic Front was orgenized in Rumanias 
The president of this Front is a worker at the port of Constanke, waned Halit. 
Tho general secretary is e certain Yusuf Negiomer, a shoemaker from Constenta. 
fheix intellectual is the engineer Irfan Fevzi, who is 28 years old. , ifan 
Fovei is used as much as pessible by the Cammnists today since he is trying 
to seve his skin. Formerly he end hia father published the Turkish mazazine 
Bora, which advocated Imiependonce of the Crimea. During the Autoneseu verime 
he Was named as the engineer of the DMI (Port and maritime managenout). Today 
he retains this position, but mst choy the Commnists. Ile is forced to talk 
at ell meetings. Another important verson in this Front is the Turkish achool 
teacher Mustafa Emir. 


The Turkish Democratic Front was at first unsuccessful. A prozram proaeted 
by Irfan Fevzi declared that it is necessary to enlist the Turks under the 
new Rumanian Democratic regime, following in the feotsteps of the Grovkes, 
Armenians, Jews end Tungarians, in order that they might obtain the rigitis 

of which they were deprived by the old reactionary regimes. Ina the future, 

he declared, they would have schools, newspapers ani the right to worl. Ry 
threats end other menouvers they succeeded in getting sane poople imto the 
Turkish Demecratic Front. This front hes its headquarters et the intersection 
of Strada Stefan Cel Mare and Strada itropelitul Sagum., in Constanta. Tt 
has four apartnsuts with dence ball, lecture hall, radios, and phonographs. 

At the present time notices of meetings are sewt to the houses of Turks, ond 
recepionts mist sign these announcemerts. For this reason seme ofthe Moslems 
in the city of Constante, and the county attend these propaganda sietings 
from feare

Each one of these Muftis was replaced by an individual more active end more 
camunistically inclined. Tho first Wufti was uot controlled by the Canmm- 
nists, but the remaining have boon thoir toola. Yakup Hagi Melmet is con. 
sidered to be a Comanist, although he is wealthy and has farms emounting 

+o more then 50 hectares. It is believed, hoverer, that Yalaip will not leng 
remain the Mufti of the Turks in Rumenie. The priests, the so-called iment 
and the Hogii, whe followed their ava political beliefs were placed umier 
the control of the Mufti. A part of the Imami were replaced because they did 
not support the regime, In 1948 school teachers were given their positicns 
through the Turkish Democratic Front. Teachers’ applications were placed . 


with the FDT which in turn would pass chem om to the School Inspectorate 


with a favorable or unfavoreble commems. The School Inspectorate then sexs 
then to the Ministry of Cults. Only Turkish toachers who belonged te one of 
the Commmist or Cannumist Front Partice were accepted.

The exact number of Soviet troops in Rumania hag never boon Imam, but it is 
estimated that there ars about 100,000 still in Rumania.

Situation of Small Land Gmers in the Dobrudje 


Tho peasarts who have three hectares of land have benefited some this fail in 
vegard to their harvost. Their situetion now at the spring planting is much 
better then thet of the peasaxts who have four or five hectares of land, since 
the Ministry of Agriculture has sot up 4 progressive rate for the grain that 
must be surrendered to the State at the official price, that is, 5.60 lei per 
kilogram. For example, a land-omer with 3 hecteres mot give 200 kilogrems ¢ 
of grain to the State or the official price out of a possibis 2,000 kilograms 
which he produced. The 1,800 kilegrans which were left could be sold at the 
free price of 20 lei per kilogram, or can be used for hone consumption er 

for future plantings. A manaming four heeteres must give the state §00 
IeLlograma from his possible production of 2,500 kilograms. This progressive 
quota has left the amers of 10 hectares or more with nothing for fcod or soot, 
especially since recent years have not been normal and a hectare has yielded 
joss than 1,000 kilograms. In such casos the landowner's must buy whore they 
can to complete their Stete quote. They are required to ty seed grain fron 
the State at 10 lei per kilogram. 


omers of 10 hectares or more were given no grace period; all who did net 
ecnply with the law were liable to prosecution for sabotage. Many of the 
aenil landemers have left their lend and fled elsewhere. Their land was 
then taken by the State and transformed into collective farms. 
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
